NORFOLK, Feb. 22.—Completely wrecked by fire and 


explosion the world's largest semi-rigid airship, the Roma 
and the pride of the American air service yielded up today 
the last dead of the disaster. This recovery fixed the toll of 
the disaster,, the greatest in the history of American aero- 
natics, at 84 dead, eight injured and three practically un- 
hurt, 
-••• 


Of the dead 30 were identified including some of the air 


service's most gallant officers and men. Among the dead was 
Major John Thornell, commander of the Roma at the time of 
her christening in Washington last December, and Captain 
Dale Mabry, her commander during yesterday's flight 
Major General Mason M. Patrick chief of the air service, 
came here yesterday by airplane and made a personal in- 
spection of the wreck during the night and ordered immedi- 
ate investigation. Officers are at a loss to account for the 
mishap that caused the ship's rudder if tilt and thereby 
render the craft unmanageable.

NORFOLK, Feb. 22.—Investigation of the crash of the 


Roma at the army base yesterday will begin today with the 
arrival of officers of the army air service from Washington., 
The number of dead is 34, all having been identified. . Of the 
11 survivors eight are in the hospital, one critically injured. 
Army officers who'survived the disaster declared it was the 
result of the collapse of the elevating rudder. 


21.—Flung earthward, presumably by a 
Broken rudder,: the giant army -airship Itema, plunged a thou- 
sand feet or more today to strike ground at the Hampton Roads 
army base, capsize across a high tension electric line and burst 
into a roaring furnace of blazing hydrogen gas in which at least 
31 of her army crew and passengers perished.

Three fire departments fought-the 


flames with chemicals and by 7 i>. m., 
it w;is out.
